W ETHERSFIELD, Conn., April 17 
— The happiest prisoner in the Con­ 
necticut state prison today was MisJ 
Bessie Wakefield, who was granted a 
new trial in a decision handed down 
last night by the supreme court >f 
errors, sitting at Bridgeport. 
Mrs. 
Wakefield has been in the, shadow of 
the gallows since last fall, when ;;ie 
was convicted of murder with James 
Flew, who was hanged March 4, for 
having slain William C. Wakefield, 
the condemned woman’s husband. 
As the result of 
newspaper cam­ 
paign to save Mrs. W akefield, 
more 
than 20,000 petitions were received 
by Gov. Baldwin urging clemency. 
Many women s societies and suffrage 
associations joined the fight to save 
the woman. 
When Mrs. Wakefield was told she 
was to have a new trial she could not 
realize it was really true at first, and 
then exclaiming “Thank the Lord!” 
broke down, sobbing.

STEVENS POINT, W is., April 17. 
— Assistant Secretary of State L. 
B. Nagler invited a comparison with 
the cost of government 
in 
other 
states of the same class to show that 
the W isconsin burden is not exces­ 
sive, addressing the Stevens Point 
Business Men’s association Thursday 
night on “Taxation and the cost of 
government.’’ Harry W\ Bolens of 
Port W ashington 
argued that the 
cost is too high and 
is 
mounting 
higher under republican regimes. 
Mr. Nagler contended 
that 
the 
Wisconsin cost is lower than in many 
other states, and cheapest from the 
efficiency standpoint. 
To use the 
terms “high” and “low ,’’ “cheap’’ 
and “expensive” is meaningless until 
comparisons are made with other 
states, he insisted. 
“It is absurd to point to the gov­ 
ernmental machinery, like the farm 
and 
factory 
machinery, of those 
times is inadequate to meet present 
conditions, and, anyway, why stop 
at ten or twenty years ago? 
Why 
not adopt the government of fifty 
or eighty years ago? 
It would be 
just as sensible and a great deal 
cheaper. 
Taxes High Elsewhere 
“Quite frequently we hear from 
people living along the border that 
taxes in Illinois and Minnesota are 
lower than ours. But when we ex­ 
amine the records of those states 
and compare them with our own we 
are forced to the conclusion that our 
inform ants 
are 
prejudiced. 
The 
taxes, the tax rate, and cost of giv- 
ernment in Illinois and Minnesota 
are higher than in W isconsin. The

STORY CREDITED IN WASHINGTON 


Chairman of • Foreign Af­ 
fairs Committee Says He 
Suspected Huerta’s 
Motive 


Body Was Brought to Her 
Childhood Home and Mil­ 
ler Gave Up Position 
to Be Near Grave 


“MEXICO CITY, April 17— Gener­ 
al Huerta 
wants a declaration 
of 
war. 
This is his object in present 
negotiations of the Tampico incident. 
He has been in almost constant con­ 
ference with his cabinet and con­ 
gress. It became known today that it 
is now his desire to bring about war­ 
fare between Mexico and the United 
States on the theory that it would 
solidify the Mexican people in sup­ 
port of his otherwise doomed gov­ 
ernm ent.” 


BAX BATTLE FIELDS 
CHICAGO, April 
17.— “Movies,” 
showing Mexican 
battle fields with 
dead and wounded in the foreground 
were banned today by Major Funk- 
houser, morals censor. 


The above message in code so as 
to escape the censor was received to­ 
day by the New York office of the 
United Press from its staff corres­ 
pondent in Mexico 
City, 
who has 
been in close touch with the situa­ 
tion there during the past year. The 
dispatch was necessarily brief and 
could not carry any details in view 
of the extraordinary strict censor­ 
ship. 
This m essage, which was the first 
important news dispatch from Mexi­ 
co City since the Tampico incident, 
threw' 
the 
first 
definite 
light 
upon the attitude of Huerta in the 
crisis which led to the dispatch of 
the Atlantic 
and 
Pacific fleets in 
Mexican waters. 


SPARTA, W is., April 17.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— Just before Christmas Mrs. 
Floy* Miller of Minneapolis died. 
Her heartbroken husband brought 
the body to her childhood home here. 
Yesterday his unconscious body was 
discovered on his w ife’s grave in the 
little Lutheran cemetery west of the 
city. 
He died of arsenic poisoning 
at midnight. 
Miller was a painter. After he and 
his young wife s sorrowing parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Michael Lueck of Little 
Creek, had followed her body to its 
last rest, Miller went back to work. 
He couldn’t forget. He mourned 
constantly for his wife. Eventually 
he accepted a position in Sparta to 
be near her grave. 
He arrived here yesterday. In the 
afternoon he went out to the ceme­ 
tery to visit the grave. 
At 6 o’clock 
a passing farmer discovered his body 
face down beside the grave, his arms 
out.flung over the raw mound, which 
had not yet been covered by green. 
The farmer found signs of life 
and brought him to the city, but he 
never regained consciousness. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 17.— 
“Mexico will salute the way w e 
want them to or there w ill be 
war.” 
This was the emphatic dec­ 
laration of Senator Shively of 
Indiana, chairman of the sen­ 
ate foreign 
relations 
comm it­ 
tee. 
“I have 
been 
informed 
since the cabinet m eeting, he 
said, “that the Mexicans have 
suggested a sim ultaneous 
sa­ 
lute, and that this government 
will never stand for it. I fully 
approve 
of this stand 
by the 
adm inistration. 
“No sim ultaneous salute w ill 
be accepted 
by this 
govern­ 
m ent as an 
apology 
for 
the 
Mexicans in their insult to our 
flag. That would be an entirely 
different proposition from their 
firing 21 guns which would be 
acknowledged 
by 
us by our 
firing 21 guns. The president. I 
am informed, w ill insist on the 
salute being given the way it 
was originally intended. 
“There w ill be no weakening 
so far as the adm inistration is 
concerned and I am confident 
from what senators have said 
to m e that the adm inistration 
w ill have cordial endorsem ent 
and support of both houses o f 
congress in forcing a rigid ad­ 
herence to the original salute 
program. 
“If the Mexicans persist in 
their refusal there w ill be war, 
with all that that implies.** 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—-That a 
serious complication has arisen in 
th© Tampico situation because Dic­ 
tator Huerta is haggling over the 
form in which the proposed salute, 
shall be returned, was evident here 
this afternoon. 
Two stories were current as to 
the causes of the complication. One 
was that Huerta demanded that If at 
salute was to be fired this govern-' 
ment should either take the initia­ 
tive or at least respond - sim ultane­ 
ously as the shots were fired from 
the Mexican forts or gunboats.

The speaker cited many specific 
items of cost in other states rind com­ 
pared them with sim ilar items for 
Wisconsin.

The daily salary cost of legisla­ 
tive employes in nine states is as fol­ 
lows: Wisconsin. $315; Iowa. $564;

Mr. Nagler scored the democrats 
for alleged extravagance when they 
promised an economical adm inistra­ 
tion. 
IL* <ompared the 1894 record 
of 16 employes in the state depart­ 
ment, with an average salary of $1,- 
332, with the present roster of 23 
and salary at $1,191. The sergeant at 
arms in 1893 employed 80, now 43. 
There were eight doorkeepers aud a 
score of attendants then and now are 
dispensed with. 
He said in one state 
21 clock winders are employed, al­ 
though all the clocks are run by 
electricity, and at a recent session in 
Illinois the legislature employed th ir­ 
ty men to open and shut the venti­ 
lators. 
Outcry Hypocritical 
“These are the good old days for 
which our patriotic critics are sigh­ 
ing,” added the speaker. 
Continu­ 
ing he said: 
“The present , outcry against high 
taxes and the cost of government is 
largely hypocritical. It is a campaign 
cry raised for political purposes. No 
better 
evidence of this is needed 
than the sneers with which the sug­ 
gestion for a special session was 
greeted, lf the critics are sincere in 
their sympathy for the poor taxpay­ 
er, why do they object to a special 
session, which is the only way the 
appropriations can be reduced. They 
cannot plead expense the four last 
special sessions cost less than $6,- 
000 each. 
The fact is, they don’t 
want the taxes reduced; th at would 
defeat the object of their campaign. 
They are not honest with the peo­ 
ple. 
“Last fall they complained biter- 
ly because, they said, the state wms 
bankrupt and couldn’t pay its hills. 
But the state's business went right 
on just the same and when they dis­ 
covered that it was not bankrupt 
they were madder than ever.” 
Opposition Ridiculed 
Mr. Nagler ridiculed the opposi­ 
tion for its attacks on the commis­ 
sions. 
He declared he had not seen 
the record of a single democratic 
state that has not more commissions 
or boards than Wisconsin. He pre­ 
dicted that if the democrats come in- 
-9j.a bim Aam amis sin; m jaaod o; 
ate more offices than they abolish. 
He read excerpts from the democratic 
state platforms which, he said, were 
sadly out of harmony with his op­ 
ponent’s present principles. Then he 
read a roll call of the democratic 
members of the joint finance com­ 
mittee of the last legislature, and 
placed the responsibility for the large 
appropriations 
which his opponent 
condemns.

Police Commissioner Woods said he 
would “be arraigned in Tombs court 
late today. 
Frank L. Polk has been prominent 
recently in democratic circles 
and 
was seriously considered by Presi­ 
dent Wilson for appointment as col­ 
lector of the port. 
Police Commissioner Woods was 
in the car with the mayor, but the 
mayor was nearer the open door and 
got out first. The chauffeur, Edward 
Frudiger helped the mayor hold the 
man with the revolver, and Detective 
George Neun, who was nearby, seized 
the pistol.
